RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, 1817. 
OF THE FORMATION AND DAILY MEETING OF THE HOUSE. 


First.—The credentials of the members shall be presented to the 
secretary of state, or in his absence the clerk of the house, for the pre- 
ceding year, either in the morning of the day of election, or on the 
day preceding; who shall make out a list, by counties, of such mem- 
bers as shall have presented their credentials ; and shall take his seat 
in the house, at 9 o’clock in the morning of the day of election, and 
having called to order, shall proceed to call the members, and when 
a quorum shall have taken their seats, they shall, (having first taken 
the necessary oaths,) proceed to the choice of a speaker pro tem. and 
on the nomination of the speaker, shall appoint a committee, consist- 
ing of three members from each county, to join such committee as the 
governor and council may appoint, to receive, sort and count the votes 
for governor, lieutenant governor, treasurer, and councillors.  : 


Second.— The house shall meet every day (Sundays excepted) at 9 
o'clock in the morning, and at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, unless 


otherwise specially ordered. 


OF COMMITTEES. 


First.—At the commencement of each session, the following stand- 
ing committees shall be appointed, viz. 


A committee consisting of seven members, who shall take into con- 
sideration, all matters relating to the election of the members, to be 
denominated the Committee of Elections : 


A committee consisting of three members, who shall take into con- 
sideration all matters affecting the revenues of the state ; shall, from 
‘time to time, inquire into the state of the treasury; ascertain the a- 
mount of debts due to the state, and the claims against it; report the 
amount of taxes necessary to be raised for the support of government, 
and inquire whether any, and if any, what measures ought to be adopt- 
ed, the better to equalize the public burdens; secure the accountability 
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of public agents, and otherwise improve the financial concerns of the 
state; to be denominated the Committee of Ways and Means : 


A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to the militia; to be 
denominated the Military Committee : 


A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to the judiciary, to be 
denominated the Judiciary Committee ` 


A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who 
shall take into consideration all claims against the state ; to be-deno- 
minated the Committee of Claims : 


A committee consisting ef four members, to join from council, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to turnpike roads 5 to 
be denominated the Turnpike Committee : 


A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to acts of suspension 
or insolvency ; to be denominated the Committee of Insolvency : 


_ A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to domestic manufac- 
tures; to be denominated the Committee of Manufactures : 


A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to agriculture; to be 
denominated the Committee of Agriculture :

A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to land taxes; to be 
denominated the Land Tax Committee: and 


A committee consisting of four members, to join from council, to 
take into consideration all petitions for new trials; to be. denominated 
the Committee of New Trials. 


Second.—No committee shall sit during the sessions of the house, 
without leave from the house. 


Third.—All committees shall have a right to report by bill. 


Fourth.— All committees (except the one, the appointment of which 
is provided for in the first article of the rules) shall be appointed by 
the speaker, but any appointment made by the speaker may, on mo- 
uon of a member, be over-ruled by the house, in which case the house 
shall, on the nomination of a member, immediately fill the vacancy. 
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Fifth.——Any member may excuse himself trom serving on any com- 
mittee, if at the time of his appointment he shall be a member of three 
other committees. 


Sixth-—When the house shall have ordered the appointment of a 
committee, the speaker shall be entitled to one recess of the house, in, 
Which to make the appointment. a

OF THE RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER AND OTHER 
MEMBERS. ` 


Firsi.— The speaker shall take the chair, at the hour to which the 
house stands adjourned, and when a quorum shall have assembled, he 
shail call to .zder, and proceed to business, causing the journals of 
the preccdir- day o be read at the opening of the house on each day. 
fle s! ali preserve order, and may speak on all questions of order, in 
preference ty any other member, rising from his seat for that purpose, 
Si 1 sheli decide on all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
house, 


Second.-—in case of any disturbance or diserderly conduct in the 
gallery or lobby, the speaker may cause the same to be cleared. « 


Third,—lf any member, in speaking, or otherwise, transgress the 
rules of the house, the speaker shall, or any other member may, call 
to order, in which case, the member so called to order, shall imme- 
diately sit dawn, unless permitted to explain, and the house shall, if 
appealed to, decide the same without debate. If the decision be in 
favonr of the member called to order, he shall be af liberty to proceed, 
if otherwise, and the case require, ‘he shall be liable to the censure of 


the house, 


Fourth.—No member shall speak more than twice to the same ques- 
tion, without permission from the house, nor shall he speak a second 
time while the floor is claimed by a member who has net spoken te 
the question under consideration. 


Fifth.—No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
house, unless he has leave of absence, is sick, er unable to attend. 


Sixth.—Any member may call for the yeas and nays on any ques- 
tion, and when taken, every member present shall vete, unless excus- 
ed by the house, but no member shall be compelled to vote who was 
not present when the question was stated from the chair, nor shall any 
one be-permitted to yote, who was not present when his name was 
called, 


Seventh.—No member in the minority, or whe did net yote on any 
question, shall have a right to move for re-eensideration thereof, nor. 
Shall a motion for re-consideration be in order, unless made within 
forty-eight hours after the passing of such vote. 
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Eighth—No membe: skall call for the yeas and nays, on any mies- 
dion, after a vote thereop shall have been declared by the speaker. 


Ninth.--Every member, on presenting a resolution, shall state 
shortly the object of it, and shall be held responsible for the decency 
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of expression used therein. 


Tenth.—Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, if 
required by the speaker, or any cther member. - 


Ricventh.—-The speaker shall have a right to call upon a member 
to discharge the duties ef the chair, whenever, from indisposition, or 
other cause, he shall find it necessary temporarily to retire from it ; 
and when the house shall have resolved to go into committee of the 
whole, the chairman shall be named by the speaker. RM 


Twelfth.—All petitions shall be referred to a committee without 
reading, unless the reading be demanded by a member, 


Thirteenth.—The house having decided on any question, it shal] 
not again be brought before the house, in any form whatever, during 
the same session, i 


Fourteenth.-—TYhe speaker shall, at the commencement of every ses- 
sion, apply to the sheriff of the county for such number of officers tg 
attend the house, as he may think necessary, and appoint a door- 
keeper. 


Fifteenth.—No motion to amend the rules of the house shafi be 
acted upen, until it shall have been before the house at least twenty- 
four hours. 


. Sixteenth.—Any petition which shall not be presented to the house, 
before the tenth day of the session, shall be dismissed. 


OF THE ADMISSION, UPON THE FLOOR op THE HOUSE OF SUCH AS 
ARE NOT MEMBERS,

His excellency the governor, attended by his honour the lieutenant 
governor and council appeared in the house, and being seated, his ex- 
cellency, after being sworn into office, delivered the following 


SPEECH: 


Gentlemen of the Council, and 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 


PERMIT me, on this occasion, with gratitude, to express thie satis- 
faction I feel that the freemen of this state have so far approved my 
past conduct, as again to honour me with their confidence. 

It is a source of peculiar gratification that we are convened under 
circumstances the most propitious. That universal gloom which fear- 
ful apprehensions of extreme want spread over the mind at the close 
wf the last season, and the commencement of the present, has, by the 
extraordinary frugality of the people, succeeded by the blessing of 
heaven, been happily dispelled, and the dreadful distress but lightly 
felt. We have abundant cause of gratitude to the Author of all our. 
benefits for the luxuriant harvest of the present year, the unusual de- 
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gree of health which has prevailed throughout this state, the general 
harmony existing among us, and above all, for the rich and recent 
spiritual harvest which, in many places, has been truly great. 

The deficiency of a circulating medium, owing to an increased em- 
igration of our inhabitants to the west, who have converted their pro« 
perty into cash for transportation, and the unfruitfulness of past sea- 
sons, in addition to the common causes which uniformly produce a 
scarcity of money at the close of a war, has caused some serious em- 
barrassments ; but the industry and economy it has excited has nearly 
counterbalanced the evils experienced.—By the pursuance of this pru- 
dent course, if attended with the ordinary smiles of Providence, we 
shall soon possess a suitable portion of circulating medium, without re- 
- sorting to the ruinous system of paper credit. The act of last session 
making it penal io pass any bill or note of a less sum than one dollar, ` 
in lieu of money, has had its desired effect in preventing further impo- 
sitions, without introducing any material evil. 

No important political changes among foreign powers, affecting the 
interest of this, or the United States, have come to my knowledge 
since our last session—The nations of Europe remain settled on their 
lees. Happy would it have been had their contests terminated more 
favourably to the rights and liberties of the people. But notwithstand- 
ing some symptoms which excite fond, yet feeble expectations of ame- 
lioration of condition in that long devoted country, multitudes of her 
inhabitants, awakened to a sense of their sufferings, and aspiring for 
liberty; are resorting to the United States, the only present asylum 
for oppressed and afflicted humanity. These emigrants, with'many of 
eur own citizens, are rapidly settling and cultivating the western wilds, 
where they will soon form a strong barrier against savage barbarities, 
and foreign encroachments. 

The inhabitants of the southern part of this continent are still strug- 
gling for freedom and independence, the issue of which must decide the 
happiness or misery of millions of the present and succeeding genera- 
tions. It will essentially affect not only our commercial states, but the 
world at large.—Should emancipation be the event, we may rationally 
hope, ere long, to see arts and science, agriculture, commerce and ma- 
nufactures flourishing throughout that vast, populous and fertile region, 
and every rank of its inhabitants in the full fruition of all the blessings 
of civil and religious liberty, unshackled by superstition, uncircum- 
scribed by the edicts of kings. While we anticipate the prosperity of 
others, let us critically attend to all the probable means of heightening 
eur own. : 

Improvement in manufacturing is a subject so closely connected 
with the interest of this state, that it cannot fail of engaging your at- 
tention. It should be the policy of a state so remote from the great 
marts of the world, and not adjacent to the sea-board, to adopt every. 
prudent measure to supply her wants by her own manufacture; by 
which means she prevents the emigration of many of her valuable citi- 
zens to other parts of the country to find employment, makes a neat 
saving of the expense of transporting that portion of provision con-. 
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subied by the nianufacturers, and turns the balance of exports and im- 
ports in her own favour. Little geed be said to recommend an object of 
such apparent importance. 

I would suggest, for you considération, the propriety of an early 
and thorough examination of the affairs of the state prison, to ascer- 
tain whether any improvement can be made in the employment of 
the convicts, or better ecoriomy introduced relative to the expense of 
their subsistence. | 

If the state of our finances will admit, I am of opinion, that to 
purchase a stock of materials, prepare the proper machinery, and 
employ @ part of the prisoners ini manufacturing woollen cloth, would 
be more profitable than to employ so large a portion of the labourers 
in weaving cotton, especially while the depressed state of factories, 
renders that business so disadvantageous.—From tbe present value of 
woollen cloth, compared with the price of the raw materials, it is evi-- 
dent that a handsome saving might be made to the státe by the manu- 
facture of that article. —I would also recommend the purchasing of a 
small tract of pasture land in the vicinity of the prison, for the purpose 
of keeping cows, which would be a means of furnishing the prisoners 
with a cheap and wholesome diet during the warm seasons of the 

ear. 
3 Kt will be found necessary, even if the present system of labour be 
continued, to erect additional workshops, unless some other mode of 
punishment, for crimes of small magnitude, should be deemed prefera- 
ble to confinement in the state prison. 

An elegant map of the state of Newhampshire, has been by that 
government, presented to the state of Vermont, which, with the laws 
of several of the sister states, I have caused to be transported te this 
place, to be deposited as the general assembly shall direct. 

Sundry communications, from different departments of the general 
government, and from individual states, have been made to me, during 
the last year. All those designed for your consideration will be sea- 
sonably submitted. 

Permit me, gentlemen, before I clóse, to express the entire confi- 
dence I feel, not only in your intelligence and ability, but also in the 
purity of your intentions, to manage the concerns of your constituents 
in such a manner as shall tend to ensure their equal rights and'promote 
their highest happiness. The importance of our trust will be realized 
when we compare our distinguished privileges, with those of the peo- 
ple of any other country. 

We find ourselves, after the most arduous and threatening conflicts, 
by the interposition of divine goodness, at peace with all nations, 
tranquil and happy among ourselves, and in the full participation of 
every right, whether moral, civil or relipious. 

It is the iniperious duty of the legislature, as the faithful guardians 
of those sacred rights, under every circumstance, to watch over them 
with peculiar care, cherish every principle, and employ every means 
that tends to support aad perpetuate them; among which may be 
ranked, general information, industrv, frugality, science, morality and 
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Pure religión. While these prevail, we may safely rely on the contin- 
uance of all tbe blessings of our free and equitable government. 

Under these corisiderations, our attention will naturally be drawn to 
the promotion of education, in all its various branches, as the most 
powerful barrier against those errors of sentiment and practice, which 
corrupt, misguide, and enslave a people. 

My best endeavors will be used to’ carry into effect such measures 
as you in your wisdom shall adopt. And may sagacity, prudence, 
unanimity and firmness, eharacterizé the proceedings of our present 


session.

Sir—The genera! assembly are hereby informed, that I have beep 
called upon by colonel Bomford of the ordnance department, to ad- 
just and settle the accounts between the United States and the state of 

"Vermont, relative tg arms delivered by the general government to this 
state, under the laws of the United States, passed April 23d, 1808, 
making provision for arming the whole body of the militia. In come 
pliance with which, I have proceeded to an adjustment and settlement 
of said accounts ; a copy of which settlement is hereunto annexed. 

No arms háve been accounted for in the settlement but those which 
were received under the act of 1808, and have been distributed to the 
several towns in this state by directions of the legislature thereof. 

In the year 1813, while the enemy held the command of lake Chant 
plain, by application to the secretary of war, I was permitted to draw 
from the arsenal, at Burlington, fifteen hundred stand of arms for the 
use of the militia bordering on the lake, during their exposed situa- 
tion; nine hundred and fifty of which were received and placed in the 
hands of the officers of the first and second brrigades, in the third di- 
vision of the militia ; which arms, by the settlement, remain the proper- ` 
ty of the United States. 'Fhese arms are expected to be re-delivered 
to the general government when called for, except such as have been 
unavoidably lost in consequence of the use for which they were design- 
ed. It will be seen by the settlement, that there is a balance in favour 
of the United States, which will be deducted from this. state's future

auditor's report, and other papers relating to the concerns of the pri- 
son, they find, that the inventory of the whole property, delivered by 
the former contractor to the present superintendant, amounts to 
$3494,17 ; which sum, together with $5000,00 drawn by the super- 
intendant from the treasury of the state, amounts to the sum of $13494, 
i7; that on examining the present inventory of all the property on 
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Hand, on the 1st day of October, instant, the whole amounts to the 
sum of $13955,48, which leaves a balance in favour of the prison of 
461,31. | 
$ We would observe, that, on examining and comparing the inventory 
of the property transferred by the former contractor to the superin- 
tendant, and the inventory of the superintendant, we find, that the lat- 
ter presents an impartial and equal valuation or appraisement of the 
property belonging to the state prison on the 1st of October instant. ` 

We would further remark, that, in our opinion, the sum of $2000, 
ought to be appropriated for the purpose of repairing the aqueduct, and 
purchasing a tract of land for pasturing ; and, that the further sum of 
$1000, ought to be appropriated for the purchase of wool, if in the 
opinion of the superintendant, he should deem it for the interest of the 
institution to manufacture woollen cloth. 

The committee are of opinion, that the number of convicts who 
have been pardoned the present session of the legislature, renders it 
unnecessary to make any further provision for accommodations of pri- 
soners committed to the state prison the present year. 

To accomplish the objects embraced in the foregoing report, your 
committee recommend the passing of the accompanying bill into a law.

Whereas the legislature of the state of Massachusetts, did, on the 13th 
day of February, A. D. 1816, propose to the several other states, 
an amendment to the constitution of the United States, as follows, 
to wit: 


That for the purpose of choosing representatives in the congress of 
the United States, each state shall, by its legislature, be divided into 
a number of districts, equal to the number of representatives to which 
such state may be entitled. 


Those districts shall be formed of contiguous territory, and contain, 
as nearly as may be, an equal number of inhabitants, entitled, by the 
constitution to be represented. In each district, the qualified voters 
shall elect one representative, and no more. ` 

That for the purpose of appointing electors of president and vice- 
. president of the United States, each state shall, by its legislature, be 
divided into a number of districts, equal to the number ef electors, to 
which such state may be entitled.—' Those districts shall be composed 
of contiguous territory, and contain, as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of inhabitants, entitled, by the constitution to representation. 
In each district the persons qualified to vote for representativse, shall- 
appoint ong elector, and no more. The electors, when convened, 
shall have power, in case any of those appointed, as above prescribed, 
shall fail to attend, for the purposes of their said appointment, on the 
day prescribed for giving their votes for president and vice-president 
of the United States, to appoint another, or others, to act in the place 
of him or them so failing to attend. 

Neither the districts for choosing representatives, nor those for ap- 
pointing electors shall be altered, in any state, until a census and ap- 
portionment of representatives, under it, subsequent to the division of 
the state into districts, shall be made. The division of such state inte 
districts, for the purposes both of choosing representatives, and of ap 

ointing electors, shall be altered agreeably to the provisions of this 
amendment, and on no other occasion.

Your committee to whom was referred the consideration of-the peti- 
tion and accompanying papers, from the trustees of the university of 
the state of Vermont, 

Report, That the university of Vermont, from the liberal principles 
on which it was founded, and the liberal policy it has adopted, fronx 
the advantages it offers to the publick of educating their youth at a 
much smaller expense than is requisite in any otheruniversity, within 
the knowledge of your committee, and from its being under the imme- 
diate control of the legislature, deserves public attention and patron- 
age—that its finances are considerably, though not desperately embar- 
rassed—that it recommenced its operations soon after the close of the 
late war, under circumstances, in some respects, unfavourable; it was 
incumbered with debts to its former officers, to the amount.of near. 
$6900,00, its lands in various parts of the state, but particularly,in the. 
northern, were rendered much less valuable and productive by the war, 
and its classes were dispersed and gone ; under these circumstances, it . 
was not to be expected that the ordinary revenue of the institution : 
would meet its current expenses. A course of instruction was, how- 
ever commenced, and has been continued for two years past with rep- 
utation to the university, as it appears to your committee, and advan- 

tage to the public, and your committee have been induced to believe 
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by calculatioris exhibited by the trustees and professors of thie Univet 
sity, that within four of five years the revenue arising from the lands 
and tuition, will be amply sufficient to support the institution forever 
thereafter. Your committee have been led further to believe, that the 
sum of two thousand dollars annually, fer five years, would be fully 
adequate to all the future necessities of the University, and that of 
this sum, twelve hundred dollars annually, for five years, has been al- 
ready obtained by subscriptions in Burlington and its vicinity, and 
more niay bé expected. Under these circumstances, your committee 
are of opinion, that some small pecuniary relief from the legislature 
would be of very great benefit to the University, and would place it 
above the necessity of again soliciting support. Your committee have 
sought for the most expedient means of granting relief, and find that 
there is a debt due from the hon. Noah Chittenden, to the state bank, 
of from two to four thousand dollars, which your committee believe, 
might be advantageously granted to the University,.and would effect- 
ually relieve its present embarrassments. Your committee, therefore 
conclude, by reporting that the prayer of the petition ought to be so 
far granted, .that the above debt be granted to the use of the Uuiver« 
sity, and that the petitioners have leave to bring in a bill accordingly.

number of inhabitants, entitled by the constitution to representation.

"The electors, when convened, 
shall have power in case any of those appointed, as above prescribed, 
shall fail to attend, for the purposes of their said appointment, on the 
day prescribed for giving their votes for president and vice-president 
of the United States, to appoint another, or others, to act in the place 
of him or them, so failing to attend.
